expenses of the general assembly and legislative agencies for13

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2018, and ending June 30,14

2019, are reduced by the following amount:15

2. The budgeted amounts for the general assembly and17

legislative agencies for the fiscal year beginning July 1,18

2018, may be adjusted to reflect the unexpended budgeted19

amounts from the previous fiscal year.20

3. Annual membership dues for organizations, associations,21

and conferences shall not be paid from moneys appropriated22

pursuant to section 2.12, except reimbursement for travel23

expenses may be paid to commissioners serving on the commission24

of uniform state laws.25

4. Costs for out-of-state travel and per diems for26

out-of-state travel shall not be paid from moneys appropriated27

p. Huntington’s disease.22

q. Alzheimer’s disease.23

u. Any other chronic or debilitating disease or medical27

condition or its medical treatment approved by the department28

pursuant to rule.29
